The  i^'eiKU'al  state  of  health,  lioth  National 
and  Local  I'cmains  satisfactory,  in  sjiite  of  post-war  difficulties 
in  connection  with  food  .supjilic's  and  housiui>'  accommodation

There  wert'  nt)  t'])itlemics  of  Infectious 
Disease  tlurinir'  tht'  year,  anti  the  ^'t'uei’al  incitlence  wa,^ 
reastinalily  lt)w.  Thei'e  wt'rt'  (5  cast's  t)f  I )i[)ht  ht'ria  cttiiijiareti 
with  20  in  1945.  Tht're  wt're  nt)  tleaths  from  this  tliseast'. 

Tubt'i‘cult)sis  sht)wt'tl  an  increast'd  numbei' 
of  new  cast's  and  a I'ise  in  the  numlier  t)f  tleaths. 


Durino'  the  t'ai'ly  mttnths  t)f  the  yt'lir 'thei'e 
Avas  some  anxiety  concerning  Smallpox.  La rj?e  numbers 'of 
Service  men  and  wttmen  Avere  return in.u  from  tht'  Far  La'st, 
and  sporadic  cases  of  Smallitox  occurred  throu^'hout  the 
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couiilry.  Tliere  were,  in  addition,  snudl  outl)reaks  in  neigh- 
bouring  districts,  and  numerous  contacts  were  kept  under 
(*areful  observation  in  tlie  Urban  District.  The  Public  were 
urged  to  be  vaccinated  or  re-vaccinated,  and  large  numbers 
followed  this  advice.  Fortunately,  no  cases  occurred  in  the 
District. 


The  iMaternity  and  Child  Welfare  Services 
were  fully  utilised  during  the  year.  The  increased  number  of 
births  and  difficulties  in  Housing  accommodation  made  increased 
demands  on  the  limited  Hospital  Accommodation;  and  mothers 
and  babies  were  of  necessitv  allowed  only  the  minimum  stav 
in  hospital.  IMuch  anxiety  and  additional  responsibilities  were 
felt  by  the  Health  Visiting  Staff  in  consecpience.  It  was  found 
necessarv  to  have  additional  sessions  for  Maternitv  and  Child 

I C' 

Welfare  Work,  to  cope  with  the  increasing  numbers  attending 
the  Clinics. 


The  Council  decided  to  continue  the 
administration  of  the  two  Day  Nurseries  for  a further  two 
years.  The  attendances  remain  almost  as  high  as  during  the 
war  years,  in  spite  of  the  return  of  many  mothers  from  industry 
to  their  household  duties.  A persistent  number  of  cases  of 
Whooping  Cough  affected  the  Nursery  at  Little  Sutton  during 
July  and  August.  The  Nurseries  have  been  fortunate  to  escape 
any  serious  dislocation  of  their  work  due  to  the  ever  present 
danger  of  infectious  disease. 


In  the  Sanitary  Department,  Housing 
problems  and  overcrowding  continued  to  absorb  the  time  and 
energy  of  the  staff.  It  reached  a climax  in  August  when  the 
various  military  camps  in  the  I^rban  District  were  occupied  by 
‘‘Squatters.”  This  added  burden  was  tackled  Avith  prompt 
efficiency  and  sympathetic  consideration  by  the  Department. 
The  Council  decided  to  make  the  camps  habitable  by  making 
necessary  structural  alterations  and  repairs.  This  work  is  done 
under  the  constant  supervision  and  on  the  advice  of  the  Chief 
Sanitary  Inspector  and  his  assistants.  The  handling  of  the 
occupants  and  their  problems  has  required  abundant  patience 
and  tact,  and  has  occupied  much  time.  The  Chief  Sanitaiw 
Inspector  and  his  stalf  are  deserving  of  high  commendation  for 
their  work  in  this  connection. 
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Regular  inspection  of  foodstuffs,  sampling 
of  milk  are  carried  out  during  routine  work.  It  will  be  noticed 
in  the  section  of  the  report  by  the  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector  on 
the  inspection  of  farms  and  dairies,  that  10  i)er  cent  of  the 
samples  examined  for  Tuberculosis  were  positive. 

This  is  a matter  of  some  concern  and 
indicates  the  need  for  some  revision  of  present  legislation. 

In  conclusion,  1 beg  to  record  my 
appreciation  of  the  supi)ort  I have  received  from  the  ^Members 
of  the  Public  Health  and  i\[aternity  and  Child  Welfare 
Committees.  1 am  grateful  also  to  the  Staff's  of  those 
Departments  for  their  loyal  co-operation  and  hel]).

Similarly  the  cost 
of  the  Bacteriological  examimition  of  throat  swabs  for  susi)ected 
cases  of  l)ij)htheria,  and  the  necessary  investigation  of  any 
serious  infeedious  l)iseas('  ('pidcsmic  is  borne  })y  the  T^j'ban 
District.

Uood  and  Drugs  achninistration  is  caiu'ied  out  by  tlu' 
County  Council  and  their  Officers  submit  sam])les  for 
examination  by  the  County  Analyst. 

The  number  of  swabs  examined  for  B.  Diphtheria  was  51. 


There  were  43  swabs  all  of  which  were  returned  negativ(' 
and  8 nasal  swabs,  one  of  which  was  returned  positive. ^ 


The  numbei’  of  .specimens  of  s])uta  examined  for 
Tuberculosis  in  the  County  Laboratory  was  70.  Of  these 
were  returned  ]n)sitive  and  58  negative.

(b)  Uor  non-infectious  and  accident  cases,  the  Urban 
District  provides  two  motor  ambulances  -for  use  in  connection 
with  the  District  Hospial,  Whitby.  The  CTatterbridge  (County) 
Oeneral  has  four  motor  ambulances. 


The  Ambulance  services  are  satisfactorv. 
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NURSING  IN  TllK  HOME. 


(a)  ({eiieral.  Tlieix*  is  a District  Nursing  Organisation 
which  provides  a trained  nurse  in  Dllesinere  lh)rt  whose  services 
are  partially  retained  by  the  Oouncil.  Sul)scriptions  from 
charitable  persons  and  small  charges  for  services  rendered  sup- 
])ort  the  organisation.  During  the  year  1943  the  services 
of  a District  Nurse  were  obtained  for  the  Parish  of  Little 
Sutton.  This  now  appears  .satisfactory. 


(b)  For  Infectious  Diseases.  There  are  no  arrange- 
ments made  for  nursing  Infectious  cases  in  the  liome.  In  ca.ses 
of  Pneumonia  the  .services  of  the  District  Nurse  are  available. 


CLINK'S  AND  TREATMENT  ('ENTRES. 


The.se  are  held  at  the  Maternitv  and  Ohild  Welfare 
'• '(‘litre,  York  Road,  Ellesmere  Port.  A .second  Dhild  Welfart* 
('(‘litre  was  opened  in  Little  Sutton  in  1938  and  full  advantag(‘ 
has  been  taken  by  the  residents  in  that  area.  The  work  of  the 
Centres  is  purely  of  an  advi.sory  nature  and  no  tr(‘atment  is 
undertaken. 

Orthopaedic,  Aural  and  Ante-natal  Clinics  are  organised 
under  the  .supervision  of  Specialists. 

A school  clinic  with  Dental  and  Opthalmic  Services,  is 
provided  by  the  County  Council  and  is  held  in  the  Welfare 
Centre. 


HOSPITALS. 

The  Clatterbridge  (County)  ('leneral  llosyiital  was  ap- 
jiropriated  for  Public  Health  Purposes  on  the  1st  April,  1935, 
being  formerly  known  as  the  Clatterbridge  (Wirral)  Infirmary. 

^Maternitv.  Provision  is  made  for  maternitv  aceommo- 
(lation  in  the  Clatterbridge  (County)  General  Hospital,  wherc^ 
the  yiatients  are  under  the  supervision  of  the  con.sulting 
Ob.stetrician  who  attends  th(‘  Ante-natal  Clinics.  Tn  this  block 
there  are  34  beds. 

In  addition  there  is  a separate  Maternity  Home  at  Hes- 
wall,  also  under  the  .supervi.sio]i  of  the  County  Council., 

The  .services  of  the  consultant  Obstetrician  and 
Gynaecologist  are  available  at  the  Ante-natal  and  Post-natal 
Clinics  held  twice  weekly  at  the  Welfare  Centre,  and  at  any 
time  if  required  in  an  emergency  by  a general  practitioner  iii 
the  di.strict. 
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Children.  Facilities  exist  for  convalescent  treatment  of 
eliildi’en  needing'  such  seen  by  the  Medical  Officer  at  the  Welfare 
(h'ntre.  When  such,  cases  occur  every  endeavour  is  made  to 
oet  tliem  accommodated  in  t!ie  West  Kirby  (Convalescent  Home. 

Sca])ies.  The  Scabies  Centre  Avhich  was  opened  in  1943 
at  the  Centi'al  Hall,  Fllesnu're  Port,  was  closed  durtjio'  the 
year,  as  the  nnmber  of  cases  was  so  small  as  not  to  warrant  the 
continuation  of  this  service.  The  number  of  cases  treated  until 
(dosure  in  May,  was  47  and  bbd  treatnuuits  «‘iven. 

Head  Pice.  Each  of  the  Day  Nurseries  have  routine 
examination  of  lusids  and  tix'atments  are  ^iven  as  re(piired.  In 
SOUK'  instances,  children  ai'('  also  treated  by  the  School  Nurs(' 
at  the  Welfaiv  Centre. 

The  treatment  consists  of  i-outine  washino-  with  Derbac 
Soa])  and  combing'  with  a metal  Derbac  (‘omb  together  with  the 
use  of  the  standard  treatment  of  Eethane  Oil  as  .suggested  by 
the  ^Ministry  of  Health.

Elle.smere  lh)]‘t  and  DistrTt  Hos]utal : This  Ho.spitai 
(‘ontains  36  beds  and  eight  cots.  It  is  managed  by  a voluntary 
Board. 

The  staff  consists  of  the  Bocal  Medical  Practitioners,  a 
Besident  Doctor,  a Alatron,  five  (pialified  nurses,  eight  unquali- 
fied nurses  and  one  Alasseuse. 
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The  visiting  staff  consists  of  one  Physmian,  two  Surgeons, 
one  (lynaecologist,  one  Opthalmic  Surgeon,  one  Aural  Surgeon, 
one  Orthopaedic  Surgeon,  one  Badiologist  and  one  Anaesthetist. 

Arrangements  exist  between  the  PTospital  and  the  Council 
whereby  children  can  be  sent  by  the  Aledical  Officer  from  the 
Welfare  Centre  for  courses  of  artificial  sunlight  treatment. 
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There  are  nine  niidwives  practising  in  the  District,  five 
of  whom  are  emi)loye(l  l)y  the  (\)nnty  (yOiincil.

Routine  visits  are  paid  at  regular  intervals  to  babii's 
from  the  time  the  midwife  finishes  her  att(‘ndance  unt/1  tie' 
child  enters  school. 

Instructions  and  advice  are  given  on  the  management 
of  young  children,  diet,  general  rules  of  heatlh  and  hygiene — 
the  primary  object  being  the  prevention  of  ill  health  and 
disease.  For  this  purpose  information  is  given  systematically 
on  vaccination  and  immunisation  against  Diphtheria.  Minor 
ailments  are  dealt  with,  but  in  more  serious  conditions  th.e 
mother  is  always  advised  to  see  her  own  doctor.  Any  sanitary 
defects  found  in  the  house  are  referred  to  the  Sanitary 
Inspector.  The  advice  of  the  nurse  is  often  sought  on  matters 
relating  to  the  family  budget,  economic  difficulties,  and  other 
domestic  problems. 

All  mothers  attending  the  Ante-natal  Clinic  are  visited 
in  their  homes  if  they  do  not  attend  the  clinic  regularly. 

Visits  to  school  children  include  visits  to  foster  children, 
and  cases  of  infectious  illness  including  diphtheria  contacts. 

Incidental  calls  include  visits  to  midwives,  schools,  atten- 
dance officers  and  voluntar\^  organisations  with  whom  there  is 
close  co-operation.

As  the  Home  Help  must  be  an  ada])table  pers^m,  full 
of  resource  and  initiative,  fond  of  children  and  able  to  manage 
them,,  a good  cook,  able  when  necessary  to  make  much  out  of 
little,  it  can  be  appreciated  that  such  persons  are  difficult  to 
find.

The  Ministry  of 
Health’s  ruling  has  been  one  Health  V isitor  tor  200  births,  but 
with  the  additional  duties  they  have  laid  upon  us  and  extra 
elinies  this  number  has  been  too  many.  The  births  are  in- 
ereasing  and  in  addition  the  dia  riel  has  grown  and  spread 
greatly.  For  some  time  past  it  has  been  found  increasingly 
(liffieult  to  kee])  visits  up-to-date,  and  home  visiting  is  a point 
on  which  the  Ministry  have  been  very  strict. 


250  more  houses  have  been  built  since  the  last  appoint- 
mnet  was  made  ten  years  ago.  with  a further  prospect  of  400, 
this  will  comprise  a new  district. 

t\Iy  time  is  becoming  more  and  more  engaged  with 
])rivate  iiiterviews,  tele])hone  calls,  correspondence  and  accounts, 
that  I have  the  greatest  difficulty  in  being  on  the  district  at  all. 
Until  we  get  help  it  will  be  necessary  for  us  to  curtail  some 
of  the  home  visiting,  but  we  are  loatli  to  do  this  as  we  know 
how  inpiortant  it  is  when  striving  to  keep  up  the  high  standard 
of  iVlaternity  and  Child  M elfare  M ork  on  which  the  Healtli 

(’ommittee  and  our  staff  have  always  ])rided  themselves.,

Water. 

The  mains  of  the  West  Cheshire  Water  Board  su])i)ly 
])raetical]y  all  the  entire  area  (with  the  exception  of  Tnce),  and 
from  them  there  is  a plentiful  su]')ply  ol  excellent  water. 


The  su])|)ly  is  laid  into  the  houses  from  tlie  West  Cheshire 
Water  Board’s'  mains,  with  the  exce])tion  of  a g-rou])  of  sixteen 
cottages  in  Stanney  Lane  which  an*  sui)pfied  by  threa*  stand- 
])i]’>es.  a pair  of  cottages  at  Xether])ool  by  one  stand-])i])e,  a 
bungalow  and  two  cottages  at  Creat  Sutton  by  one  stand-pipe,  a 
cottage  in  Creat  Stanney  and  a house  in  Little  Sutton  which 
obtains  its  supply  from  a private  well. 


At  luce,  water  is  su])plied  by  th(‘  Council  under  th<' 
Tbiblic  Health  Act,  1936,  through  stand-])i])i'S.  oy  means  ol  a 
bulk  supply  obtained  from  the  Chester  Bural  District  CounciL 
In  addition,  a number  of  'houses  now  have  an  internal  su])ply. 


The  water  is  in  pi]wd  su])ply  from  tlie  pumi)ing  stations 
at  Hooton,  Prenton  and  iMouldsworth.  At  the  Hooton  station 
tlie  water  goes  through  tlu')  softening  ])rocess  but  at  Pi’enton 
and  ]\Touldsworth  softening  ojnu'ations  have  been  temporarily 
suspended. 


During  the  year  68  sanp'iles  were*  taken  for  Bacteriologi- 
cal examination  and  six  sam])les  for  Chemical  analysis  from  tlu' 
flamed  tap  in  tin'  softening  hous('  of  tin'  thixM'  ])um])ing  stations. 


The  following  are  the  insults  of  a sanpile  of  water'  takr'ii 
for  Bacteriological  examination,  fi'om  the  pum])ing  station  a^ 
iMouldsAvoi’th  mr  the  11  th  Xoveinlx'r,  1946,  and  this  is  a fair 
specimen  of  the  average  result  frnm  all  68  samples  throughout 
the  year.

Oertificates  hav(‘  again  been  issiu'd  during  tlu'  year  to 
local  builders  in  support  of  their  ajiiibcations  tor  controlled 
materials,  in  ordc'r  to  enable  them  to  carry  out  e.ssential  repairs 
to  ]')ro]')erty  in  this  district. 

Tlousing  conditions  giaierally,  still  cause  conceiai  to  the 
(kpiartment  and  many  coiipilaints  of  oviu’crowabng  have  been 
T'eceived.  Tlu'  standard  of  Mainti'iiance  re])airs  to  property  is 
still  belov;  that  of  pie-wai*  h'vel,  due  mainly  to  shortage  of 
labour  and  materials.  More  Xotiis's  weia*  served  during  the, 
vear  than  ever  btdoi-e. 


The  ])robl(‘m  of  the  sub-standard  house  is  a conpilex  one, 
and  difficulty  is  experienced  to  know  just  what  to  do  witli  this 
ty])e  of  dwelling  in  ordm-  to  maintain  a reasonable  standard 
for  human  habitation,  until  the  acute  housing  shortage  has 
been  relieved.  N(‘vei‘theles:s,  this  ty]i('  of  ('ottage  should  bedeali 
with  at  tlu'  first  available  p(‘riod  and  in  the  near  future  a 
survey  caiafied  out.  Tliis  w'ould  sluwv  the  number  of  new  houses 
ie(iuired  in  lieu  of  thosi*  ri'commendc'd  for  demolitb)n. 

A detailed  re])ort  wars  ])resented  to  the  Health  (h)mmittee 
upon  instructions,  rclativ('  to  the  geiu'ral  condition  of  a group 
of  16  cottages  in  Stanney  Lane.

During  the  year  undeu'  review^  760  dust  bins  were  sup- 
plied and  deliveT'ed  to  ))remises,  including  f\)uncil  houses  on 
receiving  ]myment  from  the  Owmers.  Difhculty  has  again  been 
experienced  in  endeavouring  to  keig)  pace  writh  this  important 
matter,  ow^uig  to  the  dchay  in  securing  deliveiy  of  the  bins  from 
the  manufacturers.  Several  Owmel^s  of  domestic  pro])erty  now 
readily  avail  themselves  of  this  service,  wddeh  saves  time  and 
the  service  of  notices,  and  is  appreciated. 
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In  addition  to  lett(‘rs  rooeived  re(|uestin‘^  an  inspection 
of  premises,  552  ver])al  eomidaints  were  giviai  at  the  office.  Tins 
is  a further  inei'ease  over  previous  yt'ars.

In  eoinmon  with  many  other  districts,  Military  (Jam])s 
were  occipned  by  s(juattei‘s  during  the  month  of  August.  Three 
(‘ami)s  being  involved. 

The  Council  instructed  that  essential  services  should  be, 
made  available  and  this  was  carried  out.  It  was  later  decided 
by  the  Council  and  the  Ministry  of  Health  to  convert  all  huts 
wdiich  were  suitable,  into  seiuarate  units  comprising  two  aiul 
three  l)edrooms,  with  kitchen  and  scullery  combined.  All  nissen 
huts  to  be  demolished  when  the  tenants  were  transferred  into 
these  converted  units.  Those  not  alrc'ady  occupied  were 
demolished  forthwith.  This  work  was  proceeding  at  the  close 
of  the  year,  under  the  supervision  of  the  Council's  Surveyor 
with  the  Chief,  Sanitary  Inspector  bi'ing  i‘es]mnsible  for  the 
suppression  of  any  iiuisanci'  and  the  genc'ral  well-being  of  the 
camps.

The  number  of  Council  liouses  treated,  shew  an  increase 
over  the  previous  year’s  figure.  In  certain  sections  of  the  dis- 
trict, the  standard  of  cleanlines.s  .still  remains  unsati.sfactory. 

All  infested  houses  were  treated  with  licjuid  and  powder 
form  of  D.D.T.,  with  satisfactory  results.  It  is  not  generally 
consklered  now  necessary  to  have  wood--work  removed  in.  the 
bedrooms  to  facilitate  disinfestation,  due  to  the  effective  delayed 
action  of  D.D.T. 

The  work  of  disinfestation  is  carried  out  by  the  Local 
Authority  through  the  staff  of  the  Sanitaiy  Department.. 


Drainage  and  Sewerage. 


There  are  two  sewage  dis])osal  works  in  the  uisti'ict.  1 he 
works  at  Little  Staniiey  were  newly  erected  dui'ing:  the  year 
1933,  and  designed  for' a population  of  20,000;  whilst  the  dis- 
])Osal  works  at  Sunnyside  Pontoon,  known  as  the  Town  works, 
were  re-const  met  ed  and  designed  for  a population  of  7,000.  A 
small  area  is  still  drained  under  the  Manchester  Shi])  Oanal  to 


the  River  Mersey  without  treatment. 

The  Parish  of  Ince  is  rural  in  character  and  com])ietel\ 
unsewered.  The  most  recent  dwellings  erected  in  Ince  are 
drained  to  ap])roved  se])tic  tanks  and  filter'  beds,  the  efflueiu 
being  discharged  into  the  nearby  watercourse.  It  is  ho])cd  that 
the  Council,  in  the  near  future,  Avill  seriously  consider  tlu' 
(liu^stion  of  the  sewering  of  this  ])art  of  the  district.

Of  the  bO  samples  examined  for  Tuberculosis,  six  were 
re]iorted  positive  and  54  negative.  This  constitutes  10  per  cent, 
being  positive  of  the  total  number  examined  and  is  an  increase 
over  previous  years’  figures. 

In  regard  to  thesT  iiositive  samples,  the  reports  received 
from  the  Divisional  Office,  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fish- 
eries, indicate  that  11  cows  were  slaughtered  under  the  Tuber- 
culosis Order,  1938.  Mention  is  made  in  the  reiiorts,  of  animals 
being  sold  for  slaughter,  and  animals  sold  since  the  sample  was 
ojitained. 
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Of  the  h4  sain])]es  so  examined  oii  the  standard  of  clean- 
liness or  the  keeping  ({uality  of  the  milk,  74  or  68.6  per  cent, 
were  satisfactory.  This  is  a fuidher  improvement  over  thr 
pi'evious*  year. 

Six  dealers  licences  weit^  issued  by  the  Local  Authority 
under  the  IMilk  (Special  Designations)  Regulations,  1936-1946. 

The  closest  co-operation  is  maintained  with  the  Assistant 
County  Sanitaiw  Officei'  in  matters  relati\'('  to  accredited  farms 
and  this  is  greatly  a])preciated.

ANIJ  MICE  DESTRiCTJON. 

The  Council  still  continue  to  ojierate  the  County  Scheme 
for  this  District  acting  as  Agents  for  the  County  Council.  This 
scheme  provides  for  County  Districts  to  be  res])onsil)le  lor  tlu' 
destruction  of  rats  and  mice  on  non-agricult ural  land.  Tlu* 
County  Council  still  retain  their  ])owers  umh'r  the  Hats  and 
i\lice  (Destruction)  Act,  IDF),  although  the  (luestioii  of  delega- 
tion under  this  Acl  is  at  present  under  consuhu'at ion.  It 
appears  that  should  delegation  be  granted,  there  would  tcaid  t*' 
be  a certain  amount  of  overlapping  as  the  County  Council  hav<' 
})owers  under  the  Hats  Order,  1940,  for  agricidt  ural,  land  on 
behalf  of  the  Cheshii-e  AVar  Agricultural  Fxecutive  Committee. 

The  s(*henie  during  the  year  has  ojx'i'ated  veiy  success- 
fully and  a numlier  of  contracts  havi*  been  entered  into,  in- 
cluding several  renewals  of  annual  contracts  U])on  business 
premises.  The  ready  <*o-o])eration  of  Factory  Alanagements  in 
this  latter  respect  is  greatly  apjji'eciated'  and  shows  their 
willingness  to  keej)  the  factories  clear  of  rodents  a,s  far  as  is 
reasonably  practicable. 

Two  rodent  operatives  are  employed  and  they  have  been 
fully  occupied  during  the  year  under  review. 


4,460  his])(‘etions  were  carried  cmt  l)y  the  rodent  opera- 
tives, with  271  poisoning’  campaigns.  The  total  amount  o] 
‘‘poison  take,”  i.e.,  poison  and  bait  coml)ined,  on  all  cam])aig]is 
was,  Zinc  Fhos})hide,  53  lb.  5'J  ozs.,  xVrseir.c,  2 lb.  11  ozs.  , Ked 
S(iuill,  5 lb.  10  ozs.  In  addition,  four  treatments  have  been  • 
given  with  Cymag  Gas. 


A formula  for  the  calculation  of  estimated  kill  for  the 
common  rat,  has  ])een  ])re])ared  by  the  ^Ministry  of  Food 
Infestation  Bi'anch,  Avben  Zinc  T^hos])hide  and  Arsenic  are 
used.  T'^])on  tlie  results  of  tlie  take  of  these  two  ]’)o’Sons  in 
campaigns,  a total  kill  of  2,240  rats  is  anaved  at  for  the  year. 
The  number  of  bodies  actually  picked  U])  wei'e  373  rats  ami 
177  mice. 


A maintenance  ti'eatment.  u])on  the  various  lengths  of 
sewers  lias  also  lieen  carried  out  with  “no  take'’  recorded  in 
('acb  instance.  This  jii'oved  very  satisfactory.
